The case of the state of Texas 
against Oliver Kirby, charged with 
taking the life of Bill Covington at 
the home of the young m an’s father, 
J. L. Kirby, on the night of Decem­ 
ber loth, came to a close Friday 
afternoon about four-thirty o’clock, 
when the case was given to the jury’ 
toilowing arguments by six attorneys 
in the case. 
The jury returned a 
verdict shortly after receiving the 
case, and by five o’clocft Oliver Kirby 
w as a free man. 
The case consumed 
live days in the district court, and 
capacity crowds W'ere in attendance 
daily. 
J he attorneys in the case were: 
For the state— County Attorney P. L. 
iettys, M. W. Burch and H. E. Lob­ 
dell; for the defense— T. J. McMur­ 
ray, C. T. Gettys, Frank J. Ford and/ 
J. V. Patterson. 
Mr. Burch and Mr. 
Lobdell took turn about in acting as 
leading counsel- for th* state, and Mr. 
McMurray was chief counsel for the 
defense. 
The following gentlemen composed 
the jury in trial of the case: W. H. 
Shelton, E. L. Seagraves, John Orr, 
S. D. McClung, M. W. Holley, P. E. 
BH brey, H. L. Hartsell, G. W. Payne, 
M. Gooch, W. IL Man, G. H. Walker’ 
L. Ii. Works. 
Mr. Orr was foreman. 
The story of the tragedy in which 
Mr. Covington lost his life has been 
told in the Messenger, and a complete 
story of the killing and proceedings 
of th** trial1 were carried in last 
week’s issue. The case had not closed 
when the Messenger wtnt to press 
with its last edition, a fey' character 
witnesses had not been pit on the 
stand when the forms for the edition 
were closed. 
Covington was killed following a 
drunken row at the home of J. L. 
Kirby, following a visit to Greenwood 
by Bill Covington and Oliver Kirby’s 
father. 
It was claimed by defendant 
that he shot and killed Covington 
while defending his father against 
the attacks of Covington.
